In 1336. war to the Canadians in- 
deed seemed remote. But when 
Conrad graduated with his Barh- 
clor of Arts degree in 1940. with 
first class honours in Political 
Science, and second class honours 
In Philosopliy, iiic storm had orok- 
cn, and tlic path that lay before 
him became cicarrr. In .\uyust, 
vhen the Battle of Britain was de- 
cidinc the destiny of mankind, 
perhaps for generations to come, 
he Joined, the Royal Canadian Air

Noted Pianist 



Toronto, Nov. 26.— (CUP)— Nor- 
man Wilks, principal of Varsity's 
Conscrvatorium of Music, died here 
recently after a three weeks illness. 
A distinguished pianist, Mr, Wilks 
played with the Boston Symphony 
orchestra and has been on tours 
around the world.

He was born at Biehington, Kent, 
and won a singing scholarship for 
the Duke of Newcastle choir.

Under the sponsorsliip of tlic War Council, 
the committee in charge of I.S.S. on this cam- 
pus will conduct a drive later this year to raise 
funds for students in Europe and in Asia whose 
lives have been disrupted by war. Usually this 
committee is rather successful in meeting its 
stated objective, but there will be no cavilling 
if half of tonight's proceeds go towards increas- 
ing their funds. We shall not delude ourselves 
that the concert will be attended for any other 
purpose than to enjoy the performances of a 
select group of gifted French and English- 
Canadian students; but the measure of the 
collection will be a tribute to our many con- 
freres who for laboratory and classroom work 
have had to substitute hard and unprofitable 
experience. 

That a collection is possible under the cir- 
cumstances has been brought about by the fact 
that no admission will be charged for the eon- 
cert. This constitutes the contribution of the 
performers and of the Inter-Univcrslty Club 
itself to a cause whose worth we hardly need 

stress any further. 

• 

Canada and Latin America 

In July of this year a group' of 125 Cana- 
dians went to Mexico for the purpose of attend- 
ing tho summer-school at tho University of 
Mexico. The group was feted and honored by 
tho government and by Mexicans generally, 
who were interested in Canada and anxious to 
hear about its geography and its culture. For 
"culture" and "cultural relations" are import- 
ant to Latin America. 

The cultural traditions of the countries south 
of the Rio Grande are far longer than ours. A 
full hundred years before the Pilgrim Fathers 
landed at Plymouth Rock, the University of 
San Marcos in Lima, Peru, was under way. 
Since then, the universitic's of Latin America 
have grown, and have been carrying on valu- 
able work. It is interesting to note, too, that 
size makes no difference in desire for culture. 
Brazil, a country with a population of 6 mil- 
lion, has arranged a plan for cultural relations 
with Panama, a country of 660,000. These rela- 
tions provide for interchange of students, pro- 
fessors, and notable personalities in the fields 
of science, literature, music, and drama. All of 
them travel under the title of "Cultural Am 
bassador". 

As one of the nations of the western hemi- 
sphere, and as one comparable in size to coun- 
tries like Mexico, Brazil, and Argentina, Can- 
ada's relations with Latin America are becom- 
ing more important and valuable, not only be- 
cause of inter-hemispherio trade, but because 
of the cultural exchange from which we may 
hope to benefit. The Mexicans proved charm- 
ing and generous hosts this summer; perhaps, 
as was the case last Thursday night when the 
Spanish Club featured as its guest speaker the 
Mexican Consul-General in Montreal, Senor 
Martinez Trejo, we can hold up our end pf

AT THE CAPITOL 

Although deleting some of the 
spicier parts of the book. Para- 
mount's adaptation of Cornelia 
Otis Skinner and Emily Kim- 
brough's Our Hearts Were Young 
and Gay" has not lost the spark of 
spontaneous humor that the auth- 
ors have imbued into it. Possibly 
due to the Hays Office or even 
Quebec censorship, the film was 
cut so that no controversial issues 
could be Introduced.) 

In the title roles of Cornelia and 
Emily, Gall Russell and Diana Lynn 
succeed In portraying that unso- 
phisticated type of young woman- 
hood of the early twenties — com- 
monly known at that time as "flap- 
pers." Aided and abetted by 
Charles Ruggles and Dorothy Gish 
as Poppa and Momma Skinner, the 
two girls pursue a young man from 
the States across the Atlantic to 
Europe and by so doing get them- 
selves into hot water every step of 
tho way. Result— a very amusing. 
Uiough romantic, comedy. 

The cast was well chosen and 
managed to convince the reviewer 
that he was travelling with them 
— the background shots were very 
well done — London and Paris 
scenes truthfully reproduced and 
even the accents were as they 
should be. 

Footnote before leaving — Para- 
mount heads were so pleased with 
the pre-release showing of the film 
that they cancelled the authors re 
turn to New York and set them to 
work on a sequel. 

"Take It Big" with Jack Haley, 
occupying second billing on the 
program, is a typical Hollywood 
musical with a plot conceived in 
desperation. Though It is the usual 
sort of mediocre plot, it redeems it- 
self by a few new twists, not to 
mention the immense aid of Ozzic 
Nelson and his band and "Pansy" 
the Horse. One of the surprises of 
the film is a fine rendition of 
"Figaro" from Donizetti's Barber of 
Seville by one of the incidental 
characters, evidently a Metropolitan 
Opera product. 

Interlude in the form of a technl- 
colored Popeye cartoon and the 
latest newsreel help to balance the 
program.

AT LOEW'S 
David O. Selznick's portrayal of 
America's adaptation to war, "Since 
You Went Away," now In its second 
week at Loew's, is drawing capa- 
city crowds, and deservedly. The 
story is a 8l}nple one, and a com- 
mon one, unfortunately, in the ex- 
perience of too many people; in 
outline, it treats of the sufferings of 
a family unused to sacrifice after 
the head of the house, a middle- 
aged businessman leaves for the 
army; there is the desolation of 
loneliness and loss for the mother, 
portrayed nobly, a little too nobly, 
by Claudette Colbert . . . and there 
Is the growlng-up of the older girl, 
Jennifer Jones, who falls in love 
and loses her boy at Salerno and 
has the courage to face her loss 
bravely . . , and interspersed 
through the story are the little 
touches tbat relieve the picture of 



the odium of unsubtle sentiment- 
ality ... the double morality of 
the so-called "patriotic women" 
who "do everything lor the boys" 
as long as they enjoy it themselves 
. . . the cruelly human sadness of 
people who must face the inexor- 
able finality of train schedules and 
telegrams. 

Howeverk the appeal of the pic- 
ture lies frankly In its sentiment- 
ality; In fact, one wonders at the 
fact that the human mind can 
stand so much suffering for an In- 
tangible ideal. However, people all 
over tho universe arc living 
through the scenes of "Since You 
Went Away," and perhaps they dO' 
rive consolation . and encourage- 
ment from the realization that they 
are not alone in their misery; this 
picture is harrowing, but it Is also 
encouraging and triumphant. In 
any event, pne Is still left to ponder 
the eternal "why?" 

AT THE-PALACB 
"Arsenic And Old Lace," Frank 
Capra's movie production of the 
famous stage play, is a fantastic 
combination of fun and fear. The 
scene Is set in the heart of Brooklyn 
and the time is Hallowe'en. Two 
dear old ladies, Abbic and Martha 
Brewster, played by Josephine Hull 
and Jean Adair, have decided to be 
merciful to the lonesome old men 
who find their way into their home 
by dosing them with a delicious 
mixture of Elderberry wine, ar- 
senic, strychnine and "Just a pinch 
ol cyanide." 

This procedure works well until 
their nephew Mortimer Brewster, 
played by Gary Grant, Invades 
their peaceful domain and does 
not agree with their views. A sec- 
ond nephew Jonathan Brewster, 
played by Raymond Massey, with 
a strong facial resemblance to 
Boris Karloff, arrives and becomes 
Jealous of his -aunts who have 
chalked up a score of 12 by stay- 
ing in Brooklyn while he has 
wandered all over the world and 
as yet has only equalled that score. 
He attempts to beat It by trying to 
do away with his brother, Morti- 
mer. Mortimer succeeds in blaming 
the graves of the c-ld men in the 
cellar ol the house on an insane 
Uncle Teddy, and gets him safely 
stowed away with other Napoleons 
and Roosevelts and the Aunts, for- 
tunately, decide to go with him to 
keep him company. Jonathan Is 
done away with by being receg. 
nizcd as -wanted for murder. Mor- 
timer discovers that he is not one 
of he family, but a son of a sea- 
cook, and therefore cannot possibly 
inherit the strange traits of the 
Brcwsters, so he goes merrily off 
on his honeymoon with Elaine, his 
bride, played by Priscllla Lane ana 
continues in his hitherto peaceful 
life of theatre critic. 

This is a truly capricious story. 
Extremely comical scenes of Gary 
Grant's gift for facial expression 
arc interspersed with creepy scenes 
of a squeaky window seat lid, 
gleaming eyes and a yowling cat.

Back in Britain in 1043, Conrad 
was reported missing In August 
after a sweep by (igiiter planes over 
the English Channel and the coast 
of France.
